Conroarison  of  Definitions  of  the  Industry 

Coc.e  Sefinition.  -  The  Canning  Industry  as  defined  "by 
the  code  incl^^des  the  packing  and  sale  on  a  commercial  scale  of 
all  foods  -:)acked  for  h-jman  consumption  in  hermetically  sealed 
containers  and  thereafter  sterilized  Id;'-  heat,  except  milk  a.nd 
meats  hOTrever  -oacked,  preserves,  jellies,  pickles,  sa.lmon,  and 
sardines. 

Census  Definition.  -  The  Census  divides  those  establish- 
ments primaril;-  engaged  in  canning  an.d  preserving  into  two 
groups,  (l)  Canned  and  Dried  bruits  and  Vegetahles,  Preserves, 
Jellies,  Jruit  Butters,  Pickles  end.   Sauces,  and  (2)  Canned  and 
Preserved  Pish,  Cra"bs,  Shrimps,  Oysters,  and  Clams.   The  canning 
of  meats  aiid  other  products  "by  establishments  engaged  in  meat 
packing;  the  manufacture  of  condensed  ?jid  evaporated  nilk,  sweet- 
ening syruos  and  peanut  butter;  the  drying  and  pac]:ing  of  fruits 
on  farms,  ajid  the  shucking  and  shipment  of  fresh  oysters  in  non- 
sealed  containers  are  not  included. 

Data  on  the  first  group  only  has  been  used  in  this  report 
to  represent  the  Canning  Industry  as  defined  by  the  code.   The 
second  group  a,ccounts  for  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  combined 
value  of  products  of  both  groujDS  ajid  the  prodti.cts  in  this  group 
which  are  covered  by  the  code  constitute  only  about  10  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  products  of  the  group. 

Com-3arison.  -  The  Census  classification  "Canned  and 
Dried  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  etc."  includes  the  canning  and  pre- 
serving of  some  products  which  fa21  under  codes  for  industries 
other  thaji  the  Canning  Industry.   The  more  important  of  these 
are  dried  fjruits,  preserves,  pickles  and  3Taoyonna.ise  dressing. 
Altogether  the;,^  make  uo  approzima.telj^  30  per  cent  of  the  value 
of  products  for  this  class.   The  inclusion  of  these  groups  rather 
materiall;-  affects  the  use  which  may  be  made  of  these  cl^ta  for 
code  purposes. 

As  indicated  above,  the  omission,  from  the  Census  data 
used,  of  dB-ta.   on  such  canned  fish  as  were  covered  by  the  code 
for  the  CaJining  Industry  does  not  seriously  affect  the  compar- 
the  data  to  code  coverage. 
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Soiirces 

The  chief  sources  of  data  in  the  accompanying  tables 
are  the  Bureau  of  Census  and  the  Bureau  of  Later  Statistics. 
Other  data  are  fron  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Douestic  Commerce, 
the  3ui'eru  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  the  national  Canners' 
Association. 

B-areau  of  Census  Data.  -  Estahlisiiments  vith  an  annual 
production  valued  at  less  than  $5,000  nere  not  canvassed  in  1921 
and  suDsequent  years.   The  exclusion  of  data  for  these  small  es- 
tahlislrnents  reduced  considerahly  the  numher  to  he  canvassed,  tut 
did  not  materially  im-'oair  the  accuracy  of  the  statistics  except 
for  the  single  item  "IJumter  of  Estatlishjnents. "  At  the  Census  of 
1919  and  for  Tjrior  years,  the  minimum  was  $500.   In  1919  more 
thaji  99.9  -oer^  cent  of  the  total  value  of  products,  98.6  per  cent 
of  the  total  wage  earners  and  78.2  per  cent  of  the  nunher  of  es- 
tatlislments  vrere  reported  ty  estatiishments  vdth  nn  annual  pro- 
duction valued  at  $5,000  or  more. 

It  should  te  torne  in  mind,  when  using  Census  nage-earner 
statistics  for  the  Canning  Industry  that  they  are  not  strictly 
comparatle  with  those  for  other  indxistries  since  canning  is  a 
sea^sonal  activity  in  which  employment  fluctuates  greatly.   In  an 
endeavor  to  show  the  importance  of  canning,  in  comparison  with 
other  industries  as  an  employer  of  later,  the  average  nuinter  of 
wage  earners  for  the  year  has  teen  computed  ty  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  in  the  same  manner  as  the  averages  for  other  industries; 
namel-,  ty  totaling  the  figures  for  the  several  months  a.nd  divid- 
ing the  sum  ty  12.   The  average  com;i3uted  ty  this  method,  is  of 
course,  consideratl-,^  less  than  the  average  for  the  period  during 
which  the  canneries  vrere  in  active  operation.   Iloreover,  the 
monthly  figures,  representing  emroloyment  on  or  nearest  the  fifteenth 
of  the^ month,  do  not,  as  a  rule,  represent  the  true  monthly  averages 
since  the  iiumter  of  wage  earners  employed  from  da-"  to  day  varies 
considera-tly  throughout  the  month. 

Bureau  of  Lator  Statistics  Data.  -  Later  data  from  the 
Bureau  of  Lator  Statistics  are  tased  on  samples  from  the  estatlish- 
ments  covered  ty  the  Census  classification  "Canning  and  Preserving. 
The  size  of  each  samole  ?Jid  other  descriptive  material  on  these ^ 
data  and  on  the  price  data  are  presented  in  the  notes  accompanying 
the  tatles  from  this  source.

1.   C-EIIEMl  COMIvENT  ON  CIIRKEITT  LABOR  DATA 

Current  later  data  from  the  Bureau  of  Lator  Statistics 
are  tased  uoon  a  sample  covering,  for  pa^^rolls  and  emplo;;Tnent 
and  r.verage  weekly  i-.'age  atout  70  per  cent,  pzid.   for  hours  and 
average  hourly  wage  approximp.telj'-  30  per  cent  in  1933  and  40 
per  cent  in  1934  of  the  vis.ge   earners  under  the  Census  classifi- 
cation "Canning  and  Preserving."  No  data  for  hours  and  average 
hourly  wage  were  collected  t'j   the  Biijreau  prior  to  1932. 

In  June  and  December  1933  and  1934  approximately  77  per 
cent  of  the  employees  in  the  sarmple  were  subject  to  the  Canning 
Code.   The  rem.aining  23  oer  cent  were,  for  the  most  part,  em- 
ployed in  estahlisliments  covered  ty  codes  for  the  "Pa.cific  Coast 
Dried  Pruit",  "Pichle  Packing",  "Preserves,  llaraschino  Cherry 
and  G-lac9  Pruit"  and  "Fishery"  industries.   It  may  te  noted  that 
63  cut  of  the  77  per  cent  of  the  employees  in  the  sarnple  that 
were  suhject  to  the  Canning  Code  were  in  one-Code  estahlisliments 
while  the  rest  were  eritoloyed  in  esta^hlishments  subject  to  from 
two  to  ten  Codes. 


2.   EIAPL0YI.S1TT  AIID  PAYROLLS 

The  Bureau  of  Lcihor  Statistics  index  of  employment  has 
"been  adjusted  to  the  1933  Census  totals  "by  HRA.   ITo  adjustment 
was  necessary  for  payrolls. 


3.   lEDEX  OP  PRODUCT lOH 

The  index  of  -oroduction  for  individual  vegetables  is 
obtained  by  dividing  the  pack  of  ea.ch  year  as  given  by  the 
national  Canners  Association  by  that  of  1929.   The  composite 
index  of  production  of  canned  vegetables  cor.Tpiled  by  NRA  from 
six  national  Canners'  Associa.tion  series  of  the  "oack  in  terms 
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Of  standard  cases  and  vreishted  hy   average  price,  is  thought  to  "be 
representative  of  the  production  of  canned  vegetalsles.   Standard 
Cases  refer  to  24  No.  2  cejis  (307x409). 


4.   WHOIiESAIiE  PRICES 

Ci.irrent  B.L.S.  wholesale  -orices  of  canned  fruits  and  canned 
vegetables  are,  with  a  few  exceptions,  price  quotations  per  dozen 
cans  at  the  csjinery.     Prices  of  api^les,  "oeas,  string  teans,  and 
tomatoes  are  cuotations  at  New  Yorlr  and  of  cherries  are  the  quotations 
at  Chicago. 

The  index  of  price  of  canned  vegetal^les  was  conpiled  hy  NBA 
from  the  seven  B.L.S."  series  of  price  quotations  and  that  for  canned 
fruits  froLi  the  six  B.L.S.  price  quotations,  each  weighted  "by  the 
quantity  weights  used  ty  B.L.S.   In  most  cases  weights  for  the 
various  cuotations  are  hased  upon  quantities  produced  for  sale  as 
given  "by 'the  Census  tdIus  imports  for  consumption.   In  cases  where 
Census  data  were  lacking,  weights  were  estimated  quantities  marketed 
as  ind-icated  "oy  available  information.
